channels, and drainage ditches. 
A dense stand of grass is 
established in the waterway by 
applying proper lime, fertilizer 
a n d 
s e e d . 
M i n i m u m 
r e c o m m e n d e d 
f e rt i l i t y 
treatments are 10 pounds of 
effective 
calcium 
carbonate 
from 
limestone 
and 
four 
pounds each of actual nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash. 


Fescue is the grass usually 
used because it forms a very 
tough sod. Fescue should be 
seeded at the rate o f 30 pounds 
of seed per acre if no mixture 
is 
used. Twenty 
pounds o f 
fescue per acre can be used if 
10 pounds of another grass is 
used.

3. Short- term credit may 
be needed to meet operating 
expenses — such as purchases 
of feed, 
fertilizer, etc. This 
credit should he repaid within 
a year’s time.

They should carefully budget 
the repayment of these debts

- Most of the 
corn in Scott County is six to 
eight inches tall and growing 
good. Farmers in the northern 
part of the county plant a little 
later, so corn in that area is 
only two or three inches tall. 
In either case, if the total 
am ount of nitrogen has not 
been 
applied, 
it 
should 
be 
applied as soon as possible. 
Because 
of 
the 
nitrogen 
shortage, many farmers applied 
part or all of the required 
nitrogen 
before 
planting. 
Others 
did 
not 
apply any 
because 
none was available. 
Farmers that applied only part 
or no nitrogen prior to planting 
should 
begin 
sidedressing as 


soon as the soil is dry enough. 
Nitrogen is still not plentiful 
by any means. A farmer told 
me last week that he could not 
find nitrogen anywhere and he 
had been looking hard. 
Earlier 
sidedressing 
when 
corn plants are about six inches 
tall 
is ideal. At this time, 
ap p lica to rs, 
if 
centered 
between 
rows, 
rarely cause 
r o o t 
pruning. 
Nitrogen 
side-dressed in the middles is 
plenty close to the plant for 
roots to pick up. 
Early 
sidedressing

Farmers are urged to 
keep a close watch on small 
grains, pastures, & other crops 
that are subject to armyworm 
damage 
& 
spray

becomes necessary. 
Spray 
applications 
are 
recommended when an average 
of 
four 
or 
more 
non 
-parasitized 
half 
-grown 
or 
larger worms per square foot 
are found and before more 
than two or three percent of 
the heads are cut from the 
stems. In order to find the 
worms, 
shake 
the 
plants 
vigoroisly & look carefully in 
the trash at the base of the 


plants. Worms are being found 
in various sizes, so farmers are 
cautioned to look closely for 
small worms. Foliage feeding is 
being found in some fields. 
Should 
spraying 
become 
necessary, 
toxaphen 
and 
trich lo rfo n 
(Dylox) 
are 
recommended for use in small 
grain fields. For control in 
pastures, 
carbaryl 
(Sevin), 
ethyl parathion and malathion 
are 
recommended. 
Cattle 
should

pasture during the application 
of these insecticides.

Most nitrogen materials can

sidedressed. 
Anhydrous 
ammonia is the one generally 
used because of cost andhigh N 
c o n c e n t r a t i o n . 
However, 
ammonium nitrate, UREA and 
liquid nitrogen are satisfactory. 
A nhydrous 
should 
be 
applied six to eight inches deep 
and sealed. Liquid N can be 
applied two to three inches 
deep with no loss. Ammonium 
nitrate and or UREA can be 
knifed in two or three inches 
or broadcast and cultivated in.

Nitrogen is in short supply 
and expensive, so d o n ’t waste 
any.

Apply a total of 150 
pounds of N per acre if corn is 
irrigated and 120 if unirrigated. 
If you have already applied 75 
pounds 
preplant, 
only 
75 
additional pounds are needed 
as a sidedressing application. 
Grain sorghum should also 
be 
sidedressed 
soon 
after 
emergence. 
Use 
the 
same 
method and N source as in 
corn, 
but 
reduce 
rate 
to 
approximately 120 pounds per 
acre if irrigated or 100 pounds 
if unirrigated. 
Zinc deficiency 
symptoms 
are showing up in some fields. 
The corn is stunted, has striped 
leaves 
with pale white 
leaf 
borders. The deficiency can be 
partially corrected with a foliar 
application of a 
.5 per cent 
solution of zinc sulfate at the 
1 2 to 1 8-inch height.

Proper bin preparation 


will help protect grain 


Wheat harvest is just around 
the corner, and grain bins in 
which this crop is to be stored 
should be prepared for storage 
of the grain. Certain practices 
used prior to and at harvest 
time will do much to help keep 
the grain clean and free of 
insect damage. 
The first step, and a very 
im p o r ta n t 
o n e , 
in 
the 
preparation of the grain bin is 


to thoroughly clean the bin. 
Old grain should be removed 
from the bin. If new grain is 
stored with old grain, the old 
grain will served as a source in 
insect infestation for the new 
grain. 
After old grain has been 
removed from the bin, all dirt 
and trash including all grain in 
cracks and corners should be 
cleaned 
out. All grain that

Apply this treatment two 
weeks before storing grain. 
Small 
grain 
should 
be 
stored on the farm only when 
the moisture content of the 
grain is 13 per cent or less 
unless drying facilities are to be 
used. Storing grain with higher 
m o i s t u r e 
c o n te n t 
will 
encourage insect trouble. 
The use of malathion as a 
grain protectant offers one of 
the cheapest and most effective 
methods of insect control in 
stored grain available to date. 
Grain that is dry and free of 
insects at the time of storage 
can be protected for as long as 
one year by the proper use of 
malathion. 
For this treatment, mix one 
pint of 57 per cent premium 
grade 
malathion emulsifiable 


concentrate in from two to five 
gallons of water and treat 1000 
bushels 
of 
grain 
with 
this 
amount. Or, you can use a one 
p er 
cent 
premium 
grade 
malathion dust at the rate of 
50 pounds per 1,000 bushels of 
grain, but be certain that the 
dust is labeled specifically as a 
grain protectant. 
The protectant should be 
applied 
either 
to the grain 
stream as it comes out of the 
combine or to the grain as it is 
elevated into the bin. 
After the grain has been put 
into the bin, the surface of the 
grain should be leveled and 
sprayed 
with 
the malathion 
protectant. For this purpose, 
use one-half pint of 57 per cent 
p re m iu m 
grade 
malathion 
emulsifiable concentrate in one 
to two gallons of water and 
treat 1,000 
square 
feet 
of 
surface area with this amount, 
or use 30 pounds of one per 
cent premium grade dust per 
1,000 feet of surface area. 
After 
this 
is 
done, the 
grain surface should 
not 
be 
disturbed, 
and 
forced air — 
particularly heated air—should 
not 
be 
used, 
as both will 
destroy the effectiveness of the 
protectant. If the grain surface 
is disturbed, retreat with the 
malathion 
grain 
protectant. 
Grain treated with malathion 
as recommended can be safely 
fed or sold after treatment. 
Following 
these steps in 
making preparation to store 
grain will do much to insure 
that the quality of the grain is 
maintained while the grain is in 
storage.

Listeners probably think of 
Chet Atkins as a successful 
country guitarist, a respected 
star, all his life. No, says At­ 
kins, “I never could get the 
pieces to fit together till I 
moved to Nashville in 1950. I 
got fired off every job I ever 
I had till I cam e to Nashville. I 
was playing on radio stations 
and I didn’t draw much mail. 
That’s what they judged — how 
much mail did he draw? 
“I was playing stuff I liked 
and improvising a lot. The pub­ 
lic didn’t understand improvis­ 
ing. 
“I joined with the Carter Sis­ 
ters and Maybelle about 1948. 
We’d been with WNOX in Knox­ 
ville and KWTU in Springfield, 
Mo. Back in those days the rou­ 
tine was to get on a radio sta­ 
tion 10,000 watts or so — the 
bigger the better — and get 
your popularity going in a 150- 
mile radius. Then you’d play 
school houses 
and 
theaters. 
You’d be a big duck in a little 
puddle. That’s what we were in 
Springfield. 
“I was featured and 1 accom­ 
panied them and I stood around 
and admired them. It’s the best 
job I ever had. Three beautiful 
girls and Mama wasn’t bad. I 
was married by then. 
“We moved to Nashville and

“I’d go from where my Moth­ 
er lived to visit my Father on 
the train. I’d leave eastern Ten­ 
nessee at 6 in the morning and 
get into Hamilton, Ga., at 10 
that night. I’d take my old gui­ 
tar. One time there was an old 
couple on the train.I told them 
I was sure going to try to be a 
star. They said they’d watch 
for me. I wonder if they ever 
saw me and said, That’s the 
kid we met on the train.’ 
“We had an old piano. I nev­ 
er had any desire to play it. I 
had an invincible appetite for 
the guitar. I thought it was the 
most beautiful sound I ever 
heard. I’d play a little arpeggio 
and it just tore me up. Some­ 
times 1 wish I could go back 
and have all those feelings I 
had when I was a kid.” 
Atkins has a reputation as a 
modest man and he lives up to 
that, in this talk.

Granted the days of the essay 
have grown lean, but while this 
kind of personal writing isn’t 
exactly flourishing it’s also far 
from dead and will remain so 
for as long as such highly tal­ 
ented 
writers 
as 
Mordecai 
Richler keep on working in the 
form. 


For whether he is writing of 
the problems of writing, or the 
comic book heroes of his youth, 
or the good — in retrospect — 
old days in Paris in the 1950s, 
Richler never fails to amuse or 
amaze or both in the 15 essays 
which 
make 
up 
this 
most 
agreeable collection. 
Richler, 
a 
Canadian 
best 
known for his novels, a subject 
he deals with devastatinglv in 


"Etes-vous canadien?” has a 
penetrating wit that quickly 
gets to the core of the absur­ 
dities surrounding us and dis­ 
sects them with highly effective 
verbal surgery. And he is not 
averse to using this wit on him­ 
self, as may be seen in “Why I 
Write,’’ where he wryly notes 
that after telling an aunt that 
one of his novels has been 
translated into five foreign lan­ 


guages she answers, “There 
must be a shortage of books.” 
In “A Sense of the Ridicu­ 
lous” Richler returns some 15 
years later to Paris, a city 
where he had spent some years 
as a young aspiring writer, and 
finds that some of his acquaint­ 
ances of that earlier time are 
still there. A fact that “made 
me exceedingly nervous, for 
now 
they 
appeared 
embar­ 


rassing like fat bachelors of 50 
tooling about in fire-engine red 
MGs or women in their 40s 
flouncing their miniskirts.” 
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
